tration of Jails in British on the Administration of Prisons in 
n India for 1884-85 has shown unjust 
partiality to Muhammadans. He says that 60 per cent. of 
the prisoners were Hindus, while only 23 per cent. (sic) were 
Musalmäns. Obviously he means that the number of the 
Muhammadan convicts as against the Hindu convicts was 
less than might be expected. In another place the author 
observes: “The largest proportion of admissions consisted 
everywhere of Hindũs, except in the Panj&b and Burmah.“ 
Probably the word proportion means nothing more than 
number in this sentence, but the author appears to have used 
such a vague term in order to deceive the unwary reader. The 
jail statistics are really very favourable to the Hindis. During 
the year under review the total number of Muhammadan 
convicts in jails in British India was 37,000, and that of 
Hindus only 88,000 : but the Hindu population being nearly 
four times the Muhammadan population, the number of the 
Hindu prisoners should have been nearly 140,000.

the number of passengers is unusually large, but the Pas- 
sengers are cruelly over-crowded in the carriages as much as 
possible .and sometimes they are; placed even in goods 
wagons l Apart from the inconvenience caused to pa 
such over-crowding is very injurious to their health, Sepa- 
rate-accommodation has long been provided for native women, 
on the Oudh and Robilkhand line, but this has not yet 
been done on the East Indian line. The intermediate class 
passengers are charged nearly double the third-class fare, 
‘but they have no additional comfort. provided for them. 
The carriages have no cushions aad there are only three 
compartments tn each train. One or two of these eompart- 
ments are generally occupied by Europeans, and native 
passengers have only one or two compartments left for their 
use. Hence the intermediate class is generally, as much. 
over-crowded as the fourth class. The fare should be 
reduced, the carriages furnished with cushions, and separate 
and sufficient accommodation provided for natives and Euro- 
peans, as has been done on the Oudh and Rohilkhand line. 
An idea ef the stinginess of the East Indian Company may be 
formed from the circumstance that Muhammadan water- 
carriers at railway-stations have not yet been supplied with. 
copper cups or tin glasses, out of which- Muhammadan passen- 
gers could drink water. Each bhishti is found carrying: 
only one tumbler for the use of Europeans. The Najm is 
surprised that the Government of India does not bring press- 
ure to bear upon the Company to introduce reforms. . For- 
merly the.
